During SY 2017-18, Minnesota and Ohio had the highest numbers of EL students who speak Somali 
(16,810 and 3,978, respectively). With 16,810, Minnesota’s numbers were over four times the numbers of 
Washington, which was the state with the third largest numbers of EL students who speak Somali at 
2,870. While Maine had the highest percentage of ELs who speak Somali, it was fourth in terms of the 
number of EL Somali speakers with 1,623 EL students who speak Somali.
